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REPORT OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD FEBRUARY 11 AND 12, 1936 


AND 


ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD, FEB. 13, 1936 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the voters met at the Elizabeth Theatre Tuesday, Feb. 11th, 
1836 at 9.00 o’clock A. M. to act upon the articles contained 
therein. 


At 9:13 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator. William B. Hastings was appointed and sworn as 
stenographer for the duration of the meeting. The tellers 
appointed and sworn to office were:— 


George B. Panton Arthur C. Davis 
Joseph Gloria Stanley N. Eldridge 
Mrs. Flora Fish 


Police officers in charge were:— 
James B. Hazelton Oscar Peterson 


The hours of the meeting were voted to be from 9 o’clock 
A.M. to 12 o’clock M. and from 1:15 o’clock P. M. to such time 
as determined by the meeting. 


At 9.55 o’clock the presence of a quorum was declared by 
the Moderator. 


Article 1. (Re; Election of officers by ballot—see subse- 
quent meeting of Feb. 14th). 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote toe adopt the Stand- 
ing Votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town 
Report of 1935 for the year 1936. 

Request of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Standing Votes as printed in the Town 
Report of 1935 which include the changes made by the Com- 
mittee appointed to revise same, be adopted for the year 1936. 


Art. 3. To choose all other necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. 


See List—Committees Appointed for 1936. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will elect a Town Director for 
the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in Chapter 128 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 


Voted, that the Town elect Maurice R. Jones. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of Committees, act thereon, 
and make any necessary appropriations. 


Reports were given from the Committee appointed for 
the purpose of aiding agriculture and the Committee on 
Representative Form of Town Government. These together 
with ali those printed in the Town Report were voted to be 
accepted. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1936, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, 
General Laws. 


Voted, that the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1936, and to issue a note or notes 


therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company to light the streets for the coming year or take any 
other action thereon. 


Voted, that the Selectmen do contract with the Cape and 
Vineyard to light the streets for the coming year. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits against the town which 
are pending or may arise against the town and to fix the sum 
of $500.00 to be used by the board for this purpose or take 
any other action thereon. 


Voted, that the Town authorize the Selectmen to settle 
claims and suits against the town, which are pending, or may 
arise against the town and that the sum of $500. be raised 
and appropriated for this purpose. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be deemed necessary to 
defray the Town’s Expenses for the ensuing year or to do 
anything in relation to the same. 


See Budget for 1936. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to fix the salaries of 
all elected town officials, or take any other action in the 
matter. 


Voted, that the salaries of all elected town Officials be 
as follows:— 


Moderator—$18.00 per day for regular meeting,

Selectmen—$585.00 each. 

Assessors—$1,125.00 each. 


Town Clerk—$500.00.

Water Commissioners—$225.00 each.

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Art 13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $632.97 to pay the following unpaid bills incurred 
for materials necessary to complete the new Police Station, 
| viz:—Wood Lumber Co. $358.75, Eastman’s $9.65, William E. 
Ford $12.25, Lewis B. Stevens $3.00, Rowe’s Pharmacy $0.80, 
Truscon Steel Co. $10.00, Falmouth Electric Co. $147.20, E. F. 
Keeler $91.32. On petition of Building Committee. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $632.97 to pay the above 
itemized unpaid bills, these being for materials used in build- 
ing the new Police Station.

Voted, to raise and appropriate $2,000. to continue work 
on the Assessors’ maps known as Town Survey Maps. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed Five Hundred ($500) Dollars to be 
paid to the Cape Cod Hospital for the establishment and 
maintenance of a free bed in the Hospital for the care and 
treatment of persons certified by the Selectmen to be resi- 
dents of the Town and unable to pay for such care and treat- 
ment, in accordance with section 74, of Chapter 111 of the 
General Laws, or take any action in relation thereto, and act 
fully thereon. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the Town raise and appropriate $500. for the 
establishment and maintenance of a free bed in the Cape 
Cod Hospital for the care and medical treatment of persons 
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certified by the Selectmen to be residents of the town and 
unable to pay for such care and treatment, in accordance 
with section 74, Chapter 111, of the General Laws. 


Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Art. 17. To see if the:town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $20,000. to be used as a general unemploy- 
ment relief fund, the same to be used in conjunction with 
the expenditure of Federal or State funds, or otherwise as 
may be deemed advisable, appoint a Board of Administration 
to have supervision of the expenditure of such fund, or to 
take any other action concerning the same. On request of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $15,000. as a general un- 
employment relief fund, the same to be used with Federal 
or State Funds, or otherwise as may be deemed advisable. 
Said sum to be expended subject to approval of an Adminis- 
tration Board consisting of the Chairman of Selectmen, 
Chairman of Planning Board and Chairman of Finance Com- 
mittee. 


Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $850.00 for the purpose of grading, seeding and 
completing the E. R. A. project on the Francis A. Nye Park 
at North Falmouth; or take any other action in this matter. 


On petition of the Park Commissioners. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $500. to complete the ten- 
nis courts on the Francis A. Nye Park at North Falmouth. 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money estimated at $1,500.00 for the purpose of 
constructing a sea wall or bulkhead on the town property at 
the foot of Shore Street, Falmouth; or take any other action 
in this matter. On petition of the Park Commissioners. 
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Voted, the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $750.00 
for the purpose of constructing a sea wall at the foot of Shore 
Street, said sum to be used in conjunction with an allotment 
of State Funds. 


Unanimous vote, a quorum being present . 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to extend the water 
main from its present terminus in Maravista, to and through 
Acapesket, to provide service for the houses now located on 
Ocean Avenue and Vineyard Street. The necessary funds to 
be raised by taxation; taken from water revenue or from un- 
expended balances, or do or act anything else in the matter. 
On petition of Rawson C. Jenkins and others. 


Voted, that the town lay not less than a 6” water main 
from Maravista, to and through Acapesket, to provide service 
for the houses on Ocean Avenue and Vineyard Street. The 
necessary funds to be taken from water revenue or water sur- 
plus. Estimated cost to be $4,200.00 and subject to a 9% 
guarantee. 

Unanimous vote, a quorum being present . 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to request the Se- 
lectmen to appoint a Shellfish Constable or take any other 
action so that the town may have an officer to protect the 
Shellfish industry within the town and raise and appropriate 
$1,500 for the salary and expenses of such officer; and act 
anything else in these matters. On petition of William H. 
Waterhouse and others. 


Voted, that the Town hereby requests the Selectmen to 
appoint a Shellfish Constable and that the sum of $1,000. be 
raised and appropriated for the salary and expenses of such 
officer. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the cultivation, propagation and 
protection of shellfish in the Town of Falmouth; and act 
anything else in said matter. On petition of William H. 
Waterhouse and others. 
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Above three articles referred in meeting of 1935 to meet- 
ing ef 1936. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money for installing additional fire alarm boxes as 
follows:— 

a. On a pole at the corner of Glendon Road and Woods 

Hole Road. (On petition of T. E. Larkin and others.) 

b. Near the Nims’ driveway on the West side of Nobska, 

Road, Woods Hole. (On petition of Geoffrey G. Whit- 
ney and others.) 


Voted, to install two fire alarm boxes, substantially on 
the corner of Glendon Road and Woods Hole Road, and near 
Nims’ driveway on Nobska Road, Woods Hole. Exact location 
to ke left to the Fire Department. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to lay a 6” water main from the pres- 
ent water main on the Fresh Pond Road in Waquoit, a dis- 
tance of approximately 3100 feet, along Cross Road and the 
Waquoit East End Road, or by such route as the Water Com- 
missioners deem best, the total estimated cost being $5,000, 
a portion of this amount estimated at $3,500 to be raised by 
tax levy, water revenue, or by notes or bonds of the town 
issued in legal form therefor; said appropriation to be sub- 
ject to a grant of money for labor sufficient for this work by 
the Federal Government and said extension to be subject to 
a 9% guarantee, or take any other action in this matter. On 
petition of Manuel G. Souza and others. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to extend its water 
mains on the Shore road in West Falmouth near the Herring 
River, across and under said Herring River and along Shore 
Road or other public way therein to a point so that water 
may be accessible to the cottages and houses in the Old Silver 
Beach development and to the businesses located at Old Sil- 
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ver Beach and raise and appropriate the necessary funds 
therefor or take the same from water revenue or otherwise; 
or take any other action in this matter. On petition of 
Manuel S. Perry and others. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sums of money for the purposes of grading, hard- 
ening and widening the following roads or sections thereof, 


viz:— 


a. 


$2000.00 to harden Acapesket Road from the State 
Highway, East Falmouth, southerly to Menauhant 
Road a distance of approximately two miles. (On 
petition of E. P. Barrows and others.) 


$5000.00 to harden and grade Moorland Road. (On 
petition of Maude W. Brooks and others.) 


$1000.00 to harden Davisville Road from Menauhant 
Road to Vineyard Sound. (On petition of Rawson C. 
Jenkins and others.) 


$500.00 to harden Leslie Street a distance of approxi- 
mately 250 feet Southerly from the State Highway in 
Woods Hole. (On petition of Walter Kahler and 
others.) 


$5000.00 to widen and harden Scranton Avenue from 
Fast Main Street to Clinton Avenue. (On petition of 
Elizabeth Folger and others.) 


To grade and level that portion of Mill Road extend- 
ing from Surf Drive to Vineyard Sound, the necessary 
funds to be taken from the Highway Department ap- 
propriation or otherwise appropriated. (On petition 
of George H. Turner and others.) 


Or to act or do anything else in the foregoing matters. 


Voted, a. that the town harden Acapesket Road from the 


State Highway, East Falmouth, southerly to Men- 
auhant Road. The necessary funds to be taken 
from the Highway Department budget . 
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b. to raise and appropriate $2000. to grade and re- 
surface Moorland Road from Elm Road at Brooks’ 
corner to about opposite Mr. Fowler’s house. 


c. Indefinitely postponed. 


d. that the town harden Leslie Street a distance ap- 
proximately 250 feet southerly from the State 
Highway. The necessary funds to be taken from 
the Highway Department budget. 


e. Referred to the next Annual Town Meeting. 


f. to oppropriate $10.00 from the Highway Depart- 
ment budget to eliminate poison ivy in that por- 
tion of Mill Road which extends from Surf Drive 
to Vineyard Sound. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $12,000.00 to be used in connection with 
funds from the State to build a breakwater in Megansett 
Harbor, North Falmouth, on the west side Megansett Wharf. 
On petition of J. Everett Noyes and others. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000. to 
build a breakwater in Megansett Harbor, North Falmouth; 
said sum to be used in conjunction with an allotment of State 
Funds. 

158 voted affirmative, 112 negative. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000 to deepen the entrance to Waquoit 
Harbor and build a jetty on the Westerly entrance, said ap- 
propriation to be used in conjunction with such funds as may 
be appropriated or allotted by the Department of Public 
Works, Division of Waterways, or take any other action in 
the matter. On petition of William W. Phinney and others. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000. to 
deepen the entrance to Waquoit Harbor and build a jetty on 
the Westerly entrance, said sum to be used in conjunction 
with an allotment of State Funds. 

Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
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Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to appoint an Avia- 
tion Committee of three and raise and appropriate the sum 
of Seven Hundred ($700) Dollars for the use of this Commit- 
tee, for continuance, maintenance and operation of a public 
Airport. On petition of Aviation Committee. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $600. for the 
use of an Aviation Committee of three, these to be appointed 
by the Moderator.

Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $75.00 to compensate the Harbor Master 
for his supervision of the building of the dock on the east 
side of Falmouth Inner Harbor.

Veeder, Harbor Master. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


At this time, 3.25 P. M. a resolution was presented by H. 
V. Lawrence which read as follows:—“RESOLVED, the voters 
of the Town of Falmouth at Annual Town Meeting duly as- 
sembled being greatly inconvenienced by what appears to be 
an unnecessary delay in constructing that section of highways 
from the traffic circle at the south end of the Bourne Bridge 
to directly connect with the present Route 28 as originally 
contemplated, de respectfully request the Selectmen to urge 
the Department of Public Works to immediately complete this 
important link in the Highway.” 

449 voted affirmative, 1 negative. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to continue in office 
the Municipal Electric Light Committee which was appointed 
at the last Annual Town Meeting, to further investigate, and 
to negotiate concerning a Municipal Electric Light System, 
and to do all things necessary and/or advisable in order to 
carry out the purposes of the Town under Article 36 of the 
Town Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of 1935; and to 
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raise and appropriate a sum of money for the use of said 
Committee. On request of Noah M. Gediman, Chairman, 
Municipal Electric Light Committee. 


Voted, that the Town does continue in office the com- 
mittee appointed at the last Annual Town Meeting, to further 
investigate and to negotiate concerning a Municipal Electric 
Light System, and to do all the things necessary and/or ad- 
visable in order to carry out the vote of the Town at the last 
Annual Town Meeting. 


Art. 32. To see if the Town will vote to provide an ath- 
letic field for its central school system by establishing a play- 
ground in Falmouth Village and for such purpose make a 
purchase of a portion of the Henry Welch Estate property 
located on Gifford Street and lease or acquire by a taking a 
portion of the adjoining property occupied by George T. 
Thatcher, and raise and appropriate or otherwise provide for 
the necessary funds for said purposes; also to provide for the 
jurisdiction or control of said playground; or to take any 
other necessary or advisable action in these matters and for 
these purposes. On petition of the Athletic Field Committee 
appointed at the 1935 Annual Town Meeting. 


Voted, to refer this matter for another year to the same 
Committee who served as Athletic Field Committee in 1935, 
namely :— 


Carlton M. Bourne Kenneth C. Ballard 


Forrest Eaton 


Art. 33. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of putting into proper condi- 
tion the grounds of the property to be acquired as a play- 
ground under the foregoing article and for the purposes of 
equipping the same, or take any other action for these pur- 
poses. On petition of the Athletic Field Committee appointed 
at the 1935 Annual Town Meeting. 


Indefinitely postponed. 
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Art. 34. To see if the Town will appoint a general com- 
mittee and make any other advisable provision for the cele- 
bration of the 250th anniversary of the incorporation of the 
Town and raise and appropriate a sum of money therefor, 
or act anything else in these matters. On petition of the 
Committee appointed at the 1935 meeting. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


The time being 4:40 o’clock it was voted to adjourn the 
meeting until Wednesday morning at 9:00 o’clock.

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Report of Highway Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


This department was delayed badly in starting its work 
this year, by not being able to get the new boiler for the 
plant on account of the floods, but its being a dry summer we 
were able to catch up on our work and have most of the work 
done in the thickly settled parts of the town before the heavy 
traffic started. 


The Farm to Market project sponsored by the State has 
been going on during the whole year; this work was all on our 
dirt roads in the Hatchville and East Falmouth sections. Mill 
Road has been widened to twenty feet and straightened, and 
the work on Brick Kiln Road is progressing fairly well; this 
road has been straightened and widened to twenty feet from 
end of hard road in West Falmouth to the Sandwich Road 
in East Falmouth. Gravel will be spread its entire length 
during the winter and I am asking for money in the budget 
to harden it next summer, because if we don’t harden it we 
will lose all we have done, as this road is used a great deal 
and will be used more now that the improvements have been 
made. 


Acapesket Road was hardened this year a distance of two 
and one-half miles, after it had been graveled by Farm to 
Market labor during the previous winter as well as Seapit 
Road for a distance of one thousand feet. 


Church Street, from the foot of Nobska hill nearly to 
the church, was broken up and rebuilt. Water Street from 
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the drawbridge to West Street was broken up and rebuilt. 
Leslie Street was hardened and Buoy Yard Road was resur- 
faced. 


Main Street has been rebuilt from the Infirmary to Nye 
Road and from the Church to Gifford Street. Fairview and 
Allen Avenues have been graded and rebuilt their entire 
length, and a sidewalk built on the south side of Fairview 
Avenue. Scranton Avenue was resurfaced from Clinton Ave- 
nue to the boat yard and extensive patching done its entire 
length. Moorland Road was rebuilt from Elm Road up the 
hill and about half its length on top on the hill. 


Beach Road is being rebuilt to thirty feet wide from Mill 
Road nearly to Elm Road; this is a Chapter 90 project, where 
the State pays seven thousand five hundred ($7,500.00), the 
County five thousand ($5,000.00), and the town five thous- 
and ($5,000.00). I have requested that this work be continued 
each year until this shore drive is completed to Nobska Light. 


Vernon Avenue and Worcester Park Avenue have been 
rebuilt and Central Park Avenue has been hardened toward 
Jericho, from Grand Avenue North, for a distance of 300 feet. 


Nonamessett Street, better known as Depot Avenue, West 
Falmouth, has been rebuilt from Route 28 to the railroad 
and Chappaquoit Road has been sealcoated from the bridge 
to the gate on the island. 


The short piece of road in North Falmouth from Chester 
Street to Marion Road has been hardened. 


Grove Street, New Silver Beach, has been graded and 
hardened for a distance of 700 feet. 


A sidewalk has been built on the east side of Davisville 
Road, from where it was built last year for a distance of 2,000 
feet. 
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Bourne’s Pond Bridge is in bad shape and should be re- 
built and the Woods Hole drawbridge should have all the 
woodwork renewed. This work is taken care of in the High- 
way Department budget. 


The new road roller has worked out very well, and we 
have been able to do much smoother work with the larger 
and heavier machine.

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The milk has been tested regularly as to State require- 
ments: Total solids, 12 percent; Fat, 3.35 percent. Cream 
not less than 15 percent fat; also test for bacteria. There 
were 81 tests during the year. 


The results of the above tests are kept on record at the 
Health Office, Town Hall, for the benefit of anyone who wish- 
es to see them. 


The carcasses of Slaughtered Animals inspected during 
1936 were as follows: Hogs 137, Cattle 7, Calves 1. 


Forty-two dogs which have bitten persons during 1936 
were examined and inspected for symptoms of rabies. No 
symptoms were found. 


The 1936 State test of cattle took place during the month 
of September. There were tested 405 cattle, in a total of 182 
herds. Only one reactor was found. 


One of the Regulations of the Board of Health is, that 
no milk shall be sold except from cows that have been tuber- 
culin tested, or the milk pasteurized. This gives Falmouth 
the honor of being the largest town in the state having such 
an ordinance. Every cow in Falmouth is annually tuberculin 
tested. 


Another Regulation which must be kept in mind is as 
follows: “No person, firm or corporation, or their employees, 
shall serve or sell milk in the Town of Falmouth, that is to 
be consumed on the premises, where sold, from any hotel, 
restaurant, store, lunch room, or fountain, roadside booth 
or stand, tea-room, or any boarding house where practice is 
made of serving meals to transients, except in the original 
stoppered bottle, as received from a milk plant or dairy”.

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Dumps Report 


At the present time the Town is maintaining three dumps, 
one at East Falmouth, one at North Falmouth, and one at 
Gifford street, in Falmouth. 


A petition signed by a large number of citizens was re- 
received by the Board of Health, protesting against the sani- 
tary conditions of Gifford Street Dump, stating that if the 
conditions were not improved that Court action would be 
brought against the Town. This petition was also represented 
by counsel. 


Immediately on receipt of this petition a new location 
was looked for, and for numerous reasons we were unable to 
find any location that would be acceptable to the Board of 
Health. 


Application was made to the E. R. A. for financial assist- 
ance and it was granted. In this way we have obtained one 
of the finest dumps in the State. 


Arrangements were made to keep the dump in proper 
shape, in the form of Regulations. These are as follows: 


At a meeting of the Board of Health held on April 16, 
1935, IT WAS VOTED to close the Dumps located at North 
Falmouth, East Falmouth, and West Falmouth, to the public, 
and to make the following regulations for the Public Dump 
situated at Gifford Street, Falmouth, Mass. 


The Gifford Street Dump hours will be from 8:00 A. M. to 
6:00 P. M. daily. Sundays and holidays 9:00 A. M. to 12 noon. 


1. All garbage shall be brought to the dump in covered 
trucks or in covered containers. 
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2. Garbage must not be mixed with rubbish of any kind 
or description. 


3. All paper in any form shall be brought to the dump 
free from cans and all other incombustible materials. 


4. Ashes shall not be mixed with other refuse of any 
sort. 


5. All refuse must be deposited where directed by the 
Dump Attendant. 


6. Nothing is to be removed from the Dump without per- 
mission of the Dump Attendant. 


7. Privy, vault, and cesspool contents, must not be placed 
in the Dump. 


8. No refuse will be allowed to be deposited in the dump 
except during the dump hours designated by the Board of 
Health, and during which time the Dump Attendant will be 
present. 


A penalty of $20.00 will be imposed for each offense. 
The above regulations to take effect May 20th, 1935. 


The above regulations have proven to be satisfactory to 
the petitioners as well as the depositers. 


The East and North Falmouth people did not approve of 
their dumps being closed, and presented a petition signed by 
nearly all of their inhabitants, designating the same. 


Therefore, the Board of Health thought that for the best 
interests of all, it should be re-opened, and did so.

We submit herewith the annual report of the Ambulance 
Committee for the year ending Decembr 31, 1936. 


The committee consisting of Dr. A. L. Pattee, Chairman, 
Dr. T. A. Wiswall, Chief Ray D. Wells, John Barry and M. G. 
Ross, secretary, held three meetings during the year. 


The ambulance, during the year, made 129 trips, cover- 
ing 9,106 miles; 1,032 gallons of gasoline and 89 quarts of oil 
were used. 132 residents and 6 non-residents were trans- 
ported.

Bills for ambulance service, unpaid 472 00 
Bills abated 133 50 


Services charged to Public Welfare (22 patients

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Report of Town Forest Committee 


To the Henorable Board of Selectmen of the 
Town of Falmouth: 


The Town Forest.Committee respectfully submits its re- 
port for 1936 as follows: 

The Committee with the help of the W. P. A. fund spon- 
sored the clearing up and planting of approximately 85 acres 
of brush land lying between Gifford Street and the Eastern 
Shores of Long Pond. 

Sufficient roads were provided through this area to make 
it possible for spraying or fire apparatus to reach practically 
all parts of the area with hose. Clearing and planting of 
much other land at the northeast of Long Pond between the 
pond and the Brick Kiln Road was completed. Forty-five 
thousand seedling pines were purchased and planted but the 
seedlings were small although the best obtainable in the 
country. 

Owing to 32 days of drought in May and June many of 
these small seedlings died. And this whole area should be 
gone over again the coming spring that the vacancies may 
be filled. 

The Town now has approximately 400 acres of Town For- 
est doing well. The Forest Committee expended its small 
balance in “weeding” a part of this forest. 

Hundreds of acres should be given attention this year 
to save the young trees from being smothered out.

REPORT OF FIRE PREVENTION DIVISION 


December 31, 1936.

Sir: 


I wish to submit the Report of fire prevention inspections 
of the business section of Main Street between the Falmouth 
Heights corner and the Railroad Station. Known as within 
the fire limits by the underwriters. 


From June ist, to December 31st, 467 inspections have 
been made. On the average, conditions were good. There 
were a few exceptions such as, excess rubbish, inside stair- 
ways blocked, bulkheads blocked, cellars without clear pas- 
sage from rear to front, which were corrected where found. 


October 23rd inspection of all heating plants and found 
ashes in wood containers, stove pipes poor, furnaces that 
needed repairs. It was ordered that repairs be made and 
metal containers be used for ashes. 


The owners and occupants have been very courteous and 
have cooperated very satisfactorily.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


December 31, 1936. 


To: The Chief Engineer 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sir: 


I wish to submit a report of my work in charge of the 
Fire Alarm and other activities for which I am responsible. 


The road construction at North Falmouth necessitated 
the re-location of the poles at the railroad bridge which en- 
tailed the removal and replacement of our lines. This is a 
temporary location and at the completion of the construc- 
tion the poles will be re-located. 


It was necessary to replace the siren at the North Fal- 
mouth station. The old siren had been giving trouble over a 
period of years and as it was an obsolete model the most 
practical solution was its replacement. This installation re- 
quired complete re-wiring. The new siren has proven quite 
satisfactory. 


Our lines are practically all aerial and we have at pres- 
ent over sixty (60) wire miles in our system. Inasmuch as 
we operate at one hundred (100) milliamperes on a series 
circuit, grounds, however slight, present a serious problem. 
Our most troublesome ground is caused by trees and as new 
wood is continually growing into the lines, considerable trim- 
ming is necessary. At the present time we need extensive 
trimming in some localities. This work could be carried on 
progressively from year to year thus keeping the line in good 
condition. 


I have installed new lead cables from our system to the 
various school buildings. These cables supply the fire alarm 
and auxiliary shunt circuits. The original installation was 
temporary as at that time the money was not available for 
the present construction. 
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The fire alarm equipment has all been tested and the 
mechanism slowed to 34 second time to overcome confusion 
on whistle signals. 


I have installed two new boxes, No. 324 on Nobska Road 
and No. 326 at Glendon Road. With the installation of these 
boxes I re-routed the Woods Hole circuit so that now it ex- 
tends along Route No. 28 from the Quissett Four Corners, 
through Woods Hole and returns to the Four Corners via 
Quissett Avenue. This re-routing required approximately 
two miles of new construction. 


I have had the usual amount of repairs, replacements 
and maintenance as of other years. 


I drew up the specifications for and supervised the in- 
stallation of the new power and light cables at the High, Jun- 
ior High and Elementary Schools. I went into the matter 
thoroughly and believe that the School Department now has 
a cable installation, insofar as the new cables are concerned, 
that will meet any demand that might arise at any 
time. This installation enables the School Department to 
save considerable on the cost of electricity. 


The Quissett traffic lights are in very bad condition. 
During the past season it was necessary to repair the aerial 
cables after every rain storm. There is only one way to 
remedy this condition and that is by replacement of these 
cables. Although aerial construction is much cheaper, it 
offers greater opportunity for failure. I would recommend 
the installation of underground cables, which, if properly in- 
stalled should continue trouble free indefinitely.

REMARKS BY THE CHIEF 


It is a matter of concern, that I am obliged to report a 
fire loss during this year greater in value, than any year of 
which the Fire Department has a record. The sum of 
$156,246.50 loss in value, with 2 deaths and 13 injured should 
be of concern to the citizens of the town, as well as to the 
responsible fire officials. 


As a result of a study of the situation it is found that 
two principal causes are to blame for the loss of both life 
and property. 


The two causes are: First, late discovery, thus presenting 
the condition of a serious fire; Second, is a lack of, or ab- 
sence of, an adequate water supply. For example: The fire 
at Acapesket of E. F. Barrows has been determined to have 
been an oil stove explosion, no nearby neighbors to give the 
alarm and both the occupants and building beyond aid when 
the fire was discovered. Another example: The Old Silver 
Beach Theatre, a building of highly combustible construction 
and no available municipal water supply. 
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(The following is a list of the fires and their locations 
for immediate reference: )

(It will be noted that most of the large losses have oc- 
curred in localities where adequate water protection is not 
available.) 


There is also a third factor which is of considerable im- 
portance. The co-operation of citizens is earnestly requested. 
That factor is, that in many cases the cause of fire is incen- 
diary. A reward of $1,000.00 is posted for any information 
that will lead to the conviction of any person or persons for 
this crime. It is here that any citizen can co-operate. The 
suspicious action of any cars or their occupants should im- 
mediately be reported to the authorities. That report may be 
extremely valuable in prevention of further losses due to in- 
cendiarism and be a means of apprehending the perpetra- 
tor. 


By reference to my reports of previous years, it will be 
noted that I called attention to a serious shortage of fire hose 
and made the following recommendation, “It is earnestly re- 
commended that adequate funds be appropriated so that this 
hose can be replaced”. Adequate funds have not been ap- 
propriated with the result that this department was faced 
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with the necessity of invoking the emergency provisions of 
the law and acquiring a necessary 3,000 feet of hose this year 
for the department. This hese only replaced the totally un- 
fit hose and the remainder of the hose in service ranges from 
5 to 15 years of age and will have to be replaced very soon. 
Once more “I recommend that adequate funds be appropri- 
ated for the purpose of replacing 1,000 feet of hose each year’. 
If this is done, the necessity of a large appropriation in one 
year will not be present. Fire hose rapidly deteriorates after 
6 years in service, and soon becomes unfit for use. 


I wish to report that the operation of the department 
under the provisions of Civil Service has been very satisfac- 
tory and a means of improving the morale of the department. 


It was found necessary, during the year, to replace and 
renew the pump on Engine No. 4, thus bringing that piece of 
equipment back to its full rated pumping capacity. 


Upon the invitation of Father Coyle, Chaplain of the de- 
partment, the firemen attended Church service in a body on 
Firemen’s Memorial Sunday which occurred on June 14th. 
It is hoped that this observance may be continued in the 
future. 


I wish to report that three more business blocks in the 
centre have been equipped with automatic sprinklers, ex- 
tremely efficient system of fire prevention and protection. 
The Thomas Malchman block, Harris Malchman block and 
the Issokson block, formerly the Arenovski store. At the time 
of writing this report it is understood that sprinklers are 
contemplated in the Sheehan block, Morrison block and the 
Tsiknas store next to the W. C. Davis Furniture Co. 


The attention of the nation on the matter of Social Se- 
curity has brought out the fact that no provision for the pro- 
tection of a fireman has legally been provided for in the 
event of injury and consequent disability while in the per- 
formance of his duty. It appears that the town has never 
accepted the provisions of the General Laws which dictate 
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the remedy to such a situation, neither has any provision 
been made for the honorable retirement of members of the 
police or fire departments who shall have served at least 25 
years and reach the age of 70. This oversight is undoubtedly 
due to the fact that this department has been very fortunate 
in not having been involved in a serious accident and that 
no members of the department were eligible for retirement. 
However, years move swiftly by and it is earnestly recom- 
mended that steps be taken to correct this situation. 


In spite of the extremely large fire loss this year I wish 
to commend the members of the fire department, both call 
and permanent, for the efficient service and manifestation of 
loyalty and co-operation that has been shown. It is a self 
evident fact that losses would have been many times higher 
if the department personnel had not been able to meet the 
emergency even though greatly handicapped.

On January of this year, having been appointed as Forest 
Warden, and complying with the requirements of the law, I 
appointed the following as Deputy Fire Wardens:

It is with considerable satisfaction that I am able to re- 
port this year that the number of forest fires have lessened 
and the damage resulting thereto is smaller. There were re- 
ported 80 fires in Falmouth, a total of 38 acres were burned 
over. In addition there were 5 fires out of town, one in Bourne 
and 4 in Mashpee. Following is a summary of the depart- 
ment work for this year.

In view of the smaller number of fires and the result in 
smaller damage in the Town of Falmouth it would appear 
that the cost of extinguishing fires should be materially less, 
but the expense as shown in the Town Accountant’s report of 
expenditures of this department during the past year was in- 
creased due to the following circumstances. 
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On May 30th, I was notified by the State Forest Fire 
Tower at West Falmouth that a serious fire had broken out 
just over the Falmouth Town line in Mashpee. I responded at 
once to the location and discovered the fire to be on the East 
side of the Johns’ Pond ditch or the head of Childs River and 
increasing with considerable rapidity. I offered the assist- 
ance of the Town of Falmouth, at that time, but the same 
was curtly refused. It is my belief that, had the equipment 
and assistance of the Town of Falmouth been accepted, the 
fire could have been confined to approximately 10 acres. 


I continued to watch the progress of the fire that day 
and through the night but was not permitted to render as- 
sistance. About 9:00 o’clock the following morning it became 
necessary for me to defend the town line from fire attack 
which necessitated practically 3 days of constant work and 
patrol. I am able to report that the fire did not penetrate the 
Falmouth territory to any extent. The cost for extinguish- 
ing this fire line of necessity was forced upon this town and, 
to date of writing this report, I am not able to ascertain 
whether any reimbursement can be made available or not. 


The total cost of this fire was $1,000.00. 


This department has been notified that the State Fire 
Tower at West Falmouth is to be equipped with a short wave 
two-way radio, and cooperation of the town is requested by 
the State Fire Warden. It is suggested that the installation 
of one or more portable sets be made by the town as it is felt 
that the communication, which can be established by radio, 
will be most efficient, and another factor to reduce fire losses. 


A record of the expenditures during the past year of this 
department will be found in the Town Accountant’s report.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Committee of 1936 was comprised of the fol- 
lowing members: 


John W. Vallis, Chairman, Woods Hole 1939 
Noah M. Gediman, Falmouth 1939 
Thomas M. Douthart, West Falmouth 1937 
William G. Caldwell, Falmouth 1938 
Stanley C. Gifford, Falmouth 1938 
Gardner W. Handy, Woods Hole 1937 


By unanimous decision an arrangement was made for 
bi-monthly meetings, one of which was to be made public 
and held consecutively in the various principal divisions of 
the Town. It was hoped that this opportunity would encour- 
age parents to take more interest in problems relative to the 
general improvement of the educational system. It was 
further suggested that acquaintance with the school board 
members might result in a more-readily-perceived coopera- 
tion between parent and school and an understanding of the 
functional responsibilities of the committee to the education- 
al needs of the community. This arrangement proved gen- 
erally disappointing, however, for attendance was notably 
meagre and after an open meeting had been conducted in 
each section of the town, the procedure was dropped. 
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To date there have been eleven regular and eighteen pub- 
lic and special meetings of the School Committee. The re- 
cord shows eighty-eight per cent attendance with Mr. Vallis, 
Mr. Gediman and Mr. Handy attending all meetings. Mr. 
Caldwell resigned from the Committee after the meeting of 
December third to take up his residence elsewhere. Because 
it was so near the end of the year the vacancy was not filled. 


Of the many administrative measures taken in 1936 the 
following are the most outstanding: 


Changing of cable and meters at the High School 
in such manner as to include the lighting cost of the 
Falmouth Public Library effecting an annual saving 
to the town of approximately $800.00. We acknowl- 
edge with appreciation the cooperation of Mr. Albert 
Mullen in this matter. 


Repairs and improvements made in the Woods 
Hole School where toilets were in an extremely un- 
sanitary condition and improperly ventilated. Heat- 
ing system also put in order. 


Plans made to construct a sidewalk at the Tea- 
ticket School for greater safety of those children 
walking to the building. Recommended to the Town 
in the budget of 1937. 


A thorough investigation of the crowded bus situ- 
ation with intent of making whatever changes ne- 
cessary at an opportune time. 


The two basement rooms of the Lawrence High 
School were put in suitable order for classroom use by 
the installation of several new windows and improved 
ventilation. This action relieved a seriously crowd- 
ed situation wherein teachers and students did not 
have proper accommodations. 

Introduction of an entirely new salary schedule 
for teachers, the purpose being to see that each in- 
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structor in the Falmouth Public Schools receives a 
salary based upon time of service, training, experi- 
ence and ability in fair proportion to the salaries 
received by all instructors. 


The Committee thanks Mr. Whipple for his cooperation 
in preparing the football field for the Thanksgiving game 
and assures the town it has done all within its resources to 
improve the playing conditions. It is willing to give any ad- 
ditional support it can in this matter. 


During 1936, $136,023.38 has been expended for the 
schools and $18,839.35 is being returned to the town from the 
usual benefits in addition to several unexpected savings of 
which the committee has taken advantage. Further inform- 
ation concerning enrollment, teachers in the school system, 
expenditure statistics, and scholastic reports will be found 
in the following pages. 


The Lawrence High School and the Junior High School 
have been united under one administration with Mr. Marshall 
as principal and Mr. Handy as assistant principal of the Jun- 
ior High School. 


The School Committee made a very careful study of the 
budget for 1937. Its recommendations for appropriations 
have been presented to the Finance Committee only after a 
thorough investigation from every angle of economy, and we 
look to the town, its taxpayers and parents, to offer what- 
ever support it may in helping to create a far reaching in- 
terest and more progressive activity in its educational ad- 
ministration.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the town of Falmouth for the period from August 2, 1932 
to November 9, 1935, made in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. This report is in the form 
of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Di- 
rector of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
August 2, 1932, the date of the previous audit, to November 
§, 1935, and report thereon as follows: 
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The records of the financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and 
verified by a comparison with the reports and the records in 
the accounting department. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropriations 
and transfers being checked with the town clerk’s records of 
town meetings and with the records of the finance commit- 
tee. A balance sheet, showing the financial condition of the 
town on November 9, 1935, was prepared and is appended to 
this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked. The cash book additions were verified, 
-and the recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with 
the records in the accounting department and with the re- 
cords of the departments making payments to the treasurer. 
The payments by the treasurer were compared with the se- 
lectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursemént of town 
funds. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on November 9, 1935, was 
proved by a reconciliation of the bank balance with state- 
ments furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The payment of maturing debt and interest were verified 
by a comparison with the amounts falling due and with the 
canceled securities and coupons on file. The outstanding 
bonds and coupons were listed and reconciled with a bank 
statement of the bond and coupon account. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked with the deeds on file. The amounts added to 
the tax title account were compared with the ccllector’s re- 
cords, the reported redemptions were checked with the re- 
ceipts as recorded on the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax 
titles on hand were listed and proved. 
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The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the several trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer and of the library trustees were personally 
examined and listed, the income being proved and the trans- 
fers and disbursements verified. 

The accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The commitment lists were footed and 
compared with the assessors’ warrants for their collection, 
the recorded collections were compared with the payments 
to the treasurer, the recorded. abatements were checked with 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the ledger 
accounts in the accounting department. The cash books were 
footed and the cash balance on November 9, 1935, was verified 
by actual count of the cash in the office and by a reconcili- 
ation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 


The books and accounts of the water department were 
examined and checked in detail. The commitments were 
proved, the collections were compared with the payments to 
the treasurer, the abatements and discounts were verified, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the records in the accounting department. 


The cash books were footed and the cash balance on 
November 30, 1935, was verified by a count of the cash in 
the office and an examination of a bank statement furnished 
by the bank of deposit. 


In connection with the imposition of water liens on real 
estate, the provisions of Section 42A to 42D, Chapter 40, Gen- 
eral Laws, as amended, should be followed. 


Verification of the outstanding tax and water accounts 
was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received indicating thereto that the outstanding 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men, town clerk, and health department were examined and 
checked, and the payments to the State, county, and the town 
were verified. 


The records of departmental accounts billed for collec- 
tion were examined and checked. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements 
were checked with the records in the departments author- 
ized to grant abatements, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to fur- 
nish them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


It was noted that a portion of the receipts of the fire de- 
partment was expended for fire department purposes, con- 
trary to Section 53, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the available 
records of all other departments receiving money for the 
town were checked and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the 
collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, departmental, 
and water accounts, as well as tables showing the transac- 
tions and condition of the trust funds. 


For the co-operation received from the several town offi- 
cials while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

We also report that eleven meetings of this Committee 
were held during January and February of 1936 for the con- 
sideration of Articles in the Town Warrant and the Depart- 
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ment Budgets for the annual Town Meeting in February 
1936. 


The present Committee wishes to acknowledge its grati- 
tude for the service rendered by the individual members of 
the Finance Committee during the preparation of the recom- 
mendations for the 1936 Town Warrant. By their generous 
contribution of time and ability in seeking better operation 
of the Town Departments there has been established a sin- 
cere co-operation between this Committee and the respective 
departments. 


Thirteen meetings of this Committee have been held in 
1936 for the purpose of transferring money from the Reserve 
Fund to the respective departments of the Town in payment 
of unforeseen emergencies. 


The Committee recommends the appropriation of four 
hundred ($400.00) dollars for the expenses of this committee; 
and fifteen thousand ($15,000.) dollars appropriation for the 
Reserve Fund. 


We further recommend the earnest endeavor of every 
department to operate at the minimum cost to the taxpay- 
er; and solicit the united support of all voters to keep our 
tax rate at the lowest possible cost; which we shall do in our 
recommendations that will be presented for your consider- 
ation.

Report of Welfare Department 


We, the Welfare Board of the Town of Falmouth, hereby 
submit the annual report to the people of the Town of Fal- 
mouth. 


The department, this year, has functioned in a very sat- 
isfactory and competent manner. We have been fortunate in 
having for our agent a man whose past experience in the 
office of the W. P. A. has enabled us to keep employed our 
full quota of workers under W. P. A. projects. 


The department, through very thorough checking, has 
peen able to function at a considerable less expense to the 
town than for the last two years. You will note, from our 
itemized statement below, that we have conducted the Wel- 
fare Department at a decrease of 30% under 1935. 


We have, this year, inaugurated the plan of publishing 
monthly reports of the expenditures of the department, it 
being our belief that the people should be advised as often 
as possible how their money is being spent. This plan has 
since been adopted by other cities and towns. 


Unfortunately, we have a condition that will always be 
with us—the care of the unfortunate person out of work and 
no means to care for the family dependent upon him. The 
great majority of cases coming to our department for help 
are reluctant to receive aid from the town. In practically all 
cases, their one desire is for work to provide for their fami- 
lies. While we have been assisted materially by W. P. A., the 


be ne ep 
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unemployment situation is very serious. At the present writ- 
ing, we have working on W. P. A. projects about 210 people 
as compared with about 325 at this time last year. 


We are compelled to carry over this year over $4,000 in 
unpaid bills as against $2,000 last year. This emergency was 
foreseen as far back as the middle of the year, and an appeal 
made later to the Finance Committee for aid to care for the 
emergency. You will note from the report of the Finance 
Committee that the Welfare Department was not as fortunate 
as sonie of the other departments. Out of the $15,000 emer- 
gency fund, not one cent went for welfare. 


We have asked this year for a sum about equal to our 
expenses last year. It is fairly reasonable to assume that, 
unless conditions change materially, we shall be able to oper- 
ate successfully on this sum. Should government aid cease, 
or lessen in any way, it is fair to assume the cost of running 
the department shall be double what it is today. 


We wish to call your attention to the manner in which 
the town infirmary is maintained. The town is fortunate in 
having the infirmary under the direction of the very efficient 
caretaker. The infirmary is filled to capacity, all inmates 
being comfortable and well taken care of. The purchase of 
a horse for the infirmary has been a great help to the care- 
taker, and we feel it was a very good investment for the 
town. 


We are also making a report of the Old Age Assistance of 
which no report was made in 1935. 


This department has grown tremendously in the last 
year due to the fact that the law, as now administered, is 
under Government supervision, the eligible age being reduced 
from 70 years to 65 years. 
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One-half of the money spent for each recipient of Old 
Age Assistance up to $30 per month is reimbursed by the Fed- 
eral Government, two-thirds of the balance by the State, and 
the remainder by the town. It is fair to assume the increase 
in Old Age Assistance will be greater each year. The law pro- 
vides that when the recipients reach the total of one hun- 
dred, a separate Board of Old Age Assistance shall be estab- 
lished. This board shall be established in the very near 
future if the present rate of increase in applications prevails. 


On September 1 we had 35 cases on Old Age Assistance. 
On December 31 we had 70 cases with applications on hand 
for eight more.

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Report of the Falmouth Free Public Library 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The Trustees herewith submit their report for the year 
1936, which we believe has been the most successful in the 
usefulness of the library. The circulation figures in the 
Librarian’s Report folowing again shows a Slight increase. 


PERSONNEL 


This year Mrs. Helen W. Peters became a new member of 
the Board, which organized with Milford R. Lawrence, chair- 
man, and Warren F. Davis, secretary and treasurer. We have 
held meetings regularly each month. 


FINANCES 


The following schedule of appropriations and circulation 
for the past six years shows the interesting fact that with 
a smaller appropriation than in 1931 we have this year 
handled a circulation increased about 45% above 1931.

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It has been necessary to cut many essentials to accom- 
plish this and we have not bought nearly as many books as 
we should. For 1937 the Trustees are asking for same appro- 
priation as we had in 1931, out of which must come the ex- 
penses of the East Falmouth branch. 


NEW HEATING EQUIPMENT 


The steam boiler now in use is the one originally installed 
when the Library was built in 1897 and is in such bad con- 
dition that it will be risky to continue using it another win- 
ter. We are asking for $900. to purchase a new boiler with 
oil-burning equipment. Because the Library has to be fully 
heated only afternoons and evenings six days each week, we 
anticipate considerable savings in oil fuel costs over coal 
which is burning continuously.

Throughout the year 1936 the Falmouth Public Library 
was open for business every week-day on a schedule amount- 
ing to 36 hours of service each week. This service was main- 
tained under the direction of the librarian, with the assist- 
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ance of Mrs. Dora K. Harris on three afternoons during the 
week. The patrons of the library might be considered its 
stockholders, whose holdings consist of 13,062 books of knowl- 
edge and enjoyment. In 1936 about 2,000 of all the town’s 
citizens shared in the profits which are free to all, for the 
library is not an organization for the favored few, but is will- 
ing and waiting to serve everyone. 


During the year the library bought as many books as 
possible with its funds, and these were supplemented by gifts 
from thoughtful friends. Of the 380 books added, about 90 
were for children, but this number was inadequate for the 
demands now being made upon the children’s collection. 
Many of the books are loaned to the schoolrooms for recre- 
ational and supplementary reading, the demand being great- 
est from the third, fourth, and fifth grades. Use of the books 
there is so constant that they rapidly wear out and must 
either be discarded or used in ragged condition. This in ad- 
dition to their normal use has caused the collection to deteri- 
orate greatly, and it is hoped that this condition can be reme- 
died to some extent in 1937, if the book budget permits. 


Book Week is nationally celebrated in November. This 
year, under the auspices of Mr. Handy, the library was visit- 
ed in relays by all the pupils of the Junior High School, who 
listened to book talks and registered for borrowing privileges. 
Also during the fall of the year a class of fourth-graders, un- 
der the supervision of Miss McDevitt, have been weekly vis- 
itors for the purpose of reading and using juvenile reference 
books. 


The librarian attended three professional meetings, the 
winter one of the Massachusetts Library Club in Boston, the 
fall meeting of the same club in Amherst, and the annual 
meeting of the Cape Cod Library Club in Provincetown when 
a report of activities was given. 


A number of interesting exhibits have been shown in the 
library, including some of Japanese prints, photographs, ship 
etchings, Medici prints, etchings by Sears Gallagher, repro- 
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ductions of modern paintings, bird boxes constructed by the 
Girl Scouts. Two paintings by Fritz Pfeiffer of Provincetown 
have become the property of the library and have been effec- 
tive in adding color and interest to our walls. 


The most important feature of the library’s program for 
1936 was the establishment of a small branch library in East 
Falmouth, at the request of residents in that section of the 
town. This branch was opened to the public on January 21, 
1936. The school committee had generously given consent to 
the use of a vacant room in the Fast Falmouth school build- 
ing with heat and light provided. The library trustees had 
spent the $100 appropriated by the town to install book cases, 
tables, and necessary supplies. The original collection of 
books was composed of duplicate copies taken from the main 
library and many given by thoughtful and interested persons, 
to whom should be expressed greatest appreciation. The ap- 
propriation given by the town in 1936 later made possible the 
purchase of additional books for both children and adults, 
until at present there are 734 volumes on the shelves, includ- 
ing a number in the Portuguese language. These are sup- 
plemented by loans from the main library. Donated maga- 
zines have been used on the tables for reading material. 


The branch was opened on two days each week, Tuesday 
and Friday, with afternoon hours for the convenience of the 
school children. During the summer it was considered ad- 
visable to arrange for evening hours also, and these have 
been continued since then. Since June, when increasing busi- 
ness required more of the librarian’s time at the main library, 
Mrs. Olive B. Martin has been a regular assistant in this 
branch. The number of books circulating during the year 
totaled 4,590, of which number 302 were in Portuguese. 
Analysis by months shows 389 in January, 583 in February, 
768 in March, 440 in April, 342 in May, 229 in June, 221 in 
July, 236 in August, 363 in September, 338 in October, 370 in 
November, and 311 in December. A major part of the cir- 
culation was that of children’s books. Observation during 
the year shows that the branch has been utilized by the 
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children to a greater extent than by the adults of the vill- 
age. The librarian hopes that the residents who are inter- 
ested in maintaining the branch there in the future will ex- 
press their interest and do everything in their power to en- 
courage its use among their friends and neighbors.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
of the Town of Faimouth 


The Planning Board during the past year has met as 
cecasion required and submitted its recommendations on Arti- 
cles involving changes in the Zoning Map and By-Laws, and 
has considered and acted upon such matters as have come 
before it for consideration. 


Believing that the Planning Board can hest serve the 
community by considering the broader interests of the town 
in matters affecting its physical utility and beauty, it makes 
the following recommendations. 


The Planning Board cammends the various changes that 
have been effected to make less hazardous various dangerous 
highway intersections. 


It advocates the protection of the shore line of the town 
from erosion by the construction of sea walls and jetties 
wherever practical and necessary for the preservation of town 
property, and the encouragement of similar action by private 
individuals. It recognizes the greatly increased demand for 
harbor facilities, and recommends such reasonable improve- 
ment of the town harbors as will make them more adequate. 


The Planning Board would again call the attention of 
the citizens to the desirability of a street parallel to Main 
Street in the near future to permit a better circulation of 
traffic in the congested business section of the town, thereby 
substantially increasing the opportunity for parking and pro- 
viding an outlet for business expansion as needed. 


With regard to changes in the Zoning Map and By-Laws 
the Planning Board feels that at the present time in view 
of the quite liberal provisions made for various interests in 
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the original draft of the Zoning Map as adopted and of the 
numerous changes and variations which have since been made 
from time to time, that thoughtful consideration of the vot- 
ers should be given to all proposed future changes. While 
the Zoning Map and By-Laws shouid be changed whenever 
it becomes apparent that they are inadequate in any instance 
and that thereby the better interests of the town wil! be 
served, it should be borne in mind that the primary object 
of zoning is to promote the welfare of the entire community 
and to render it attractive to those who may desire to make 
a home in Falmouth.

Planning Board. 
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Report of Claims and Suits to Which the Town 
Was a Party During the Year 1936 


January 15, 1937. 
Beard of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sirs:— 


I herewith submit a statement of the suits and claims 
pending against the Town, also of pending suits brought by 
the Town, and the disposition made of claims and suits com- 
pleted in 1936. 


1. Annie R. Whittemore vs. Eunice M. Lawrence, Town Clerk. 


2. Annie R. Whittemore vs. John R. Augusta, Building In- 
spector. 
(Both cases in the Supreme Judicial Court.) 


These are the now generally well known cases involving 
a proposed change from a single residence district to a light 
industrial district of the ice house property owned by Samuel 
T. Cahoon, as voted at the Special Town Meeting held Jan. 
30, 1935. In the Lawrence case the petitioner contends that 
the town meeting proceedings are invalid for the reason that 
because of the congestion at that meeting voters were unable 
to obtain access and thus deprived of their right to vote; 
that the action of the Planning Board on this matter in vot- 
ing by a tie vote of 4 to 4 and presenting a paper in which 
they stated they were unable to make any recommendation 
was not a compliance with the statute requiring a report with 
recommendations; and finally that the Town had not the 
legal right to change a small strip of land like the Cahoon 
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property located in the midst of a single residence district 
from its character as a single residence district to that of a 
light industrial district to the alleged damage of the adjoin- 
ing single residence district property. 


During the year 1936 hearings were held before a Single 
Justice of the Supreme Judicial Court on the Reports of the 
Auditor to whom the cases had been referred to hear and 
find the facts. After the Auditor filed his Reports, the cases 
were recommitted to the Auditor by the Supreme Court and 
turther hearings were held before him at Falmouth and at 
Boston. The cases were then argued on the Auditor’s Reports 
and on his Supplemental Report before a Single Justice of 
the Supreme Judicial Court, Edward P. Pierce. 


At this argument Judge Pierce stated that it appeared 
to him that the only question was the validity of the action 
of the Planning Board. Nevertheless on June 15, 1936 he made 
rulings not only that the action of the Planning Board was 
not a compliance with the statutes but also in effect that the 
town had acted unreasonably to the extent that its action was 
invalid in its vote to change this strip of land from a single 
residence district to a ight industrial district. The findings 
of the Court in this respect were contrary to the facts found 
by the Auditor. Also the Auditor had the additional advan- 
tage of seeing the witnesses and hearing their testimony and 
the particular advantage of viewing the ice-house premises 
and the surrounding property. Having “in mind that this 
property was sold for “ice business”, that this particular strip 
of land had always been used for an ice house, that it was not 
laid out for development even on petitioner’s plans, and that 
because of its character it was not available for residential 
purposes, these findings of the Judge on this point were not 
only unexpected but appear to have been erroneous and con- 
trary to the facts. 


Exceptions to these rulings were duly taken and a Bill 
of Exceptions covering both case was allowed and entered 
for hearing before the Full Bench of the Supreme Judicial 
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Court. Briefs were filed by both parties and the case was 
argued on Nov. 13, 1936 before Chief Justice Rugg and Jus- 
tices Field, Donahue and Qua. 


A decision of this Court may be expected at any time 
during or after the week of Jan. 25, 1937, during which week 
the Supreme Court will again hold a consultation. 


3. Anna M. Kerr vs. Falmouth (Barnstable Superior Court). 


The Plaintiff claimed damages for personal injuries re- 
sulting from a fall caused by catching her shoe in a hole in 
the sidewalk on the Northerly side of Main St., Woods Hole. 
It appeared that there was no defense as to the liability of 
the Town. While the case was pending on the Barnstable 
Jury List, the case was settled for a comparatively small 
amount. This appeared to be a wise disposition of a case of 
this kind. 


4. Johnson Securities Co. vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Board of Tax Appeals) 


This is a case tried at Boston in December 1935. The 
petitioner seeks to have its taxes reduced on the property 
known as “Tanglewood”. No decision has yet been rendered. 
The Chairman of the Board of Tax Appeals has promised to 
have a decision handed down by the Board of Tax Appeals 
shortly. 


5 Falmouth Institute vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Board of Tax Appeals) 


This case also was tried at Boston in December 1935. The 
petitioner seeks total exemption for 1935 taxes on that prop- 
erty formerly of E. Pierson Beebe on the ground that this 
property was at the time totally exempt from taxes because 
the Falmouth Institute was acting as an educational, charit- 
able, or benevolent institution. Petitioner also claimed that 
if it were not exempt the assessors exceeded the fair values 
of the property assessed and the assessments should be re- 
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duced. Because of the resignation from the Board of Tax 
Appeals of the Commissioner who heard this case it has been 
impossible to get a decision. 


6. Falmouth Institute vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Board of Tax Appeals). 


This case involves tax assessments for 1936 and other- 
wise is the same as the 1935 case. It awaits the decision in 
the first (1935) case.

7. Katherine Conley vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Board of Tax Appeals) 


This case was entered on December 31, 1936 and seeks 
to have the 1936 tax assessments on petitioner’s property on 
King Street reduced. 


In 1935 this same petitioner brought a similar petition 
against the Assessors for the same purpose on the same 
assessed valuation. This 1935 case was heard in December 
1935 and decided in 1936 in favor of the Assessors of Fal- 
mouth. 


8. Caleb Loring et al Trustees vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 


This case brought in the Board of Tax Appeals was set- 
tled and payment made. 


9, State Street Trust Co. et al Executors vs. Assessors of 
Falmouth. 


These were cases brought in the Board of Tax Appeals, 
involving the 1935 tax assessments on the Brae Burn Farms 
and other Leatherbee properties. These also were settled and 
the taxes paid. 


A similar case brought involving the 1936 taxes is pend- 
ing and under consideration for possible adjustment. 
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10. Falmouth, Petitioner vs. Addie C. Pattison. (Land Court). 


This is a petition brought in the Land Court to foreclose 
a tax title. It is being contested by one Raymond Adams, 
Trustee, who holds a mortgage on the property. He has 
raised every possible technicality and has been able to ob- 
tain unusual delay. The case was referred to a Master who 
deceased without hearing the case. A new Master, Robert 
EH. French, Esq., was appointed, has heard the case and filed 
his Report, which is favorable to the Town. On motion the 
Land Court has assigned for hearing this Report and the 
respondent’s objections thereto at Boston on Jan. 22, 1937. 


ill. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth. 


This is a case recently brought in the Suffolk Superior 
Court in which the City of Boston apparently claims a sub- 
stantial amount due it for welfare aid to various persons liv- 
ing in Boston and alleged to have legal settlements in Fal- 
mouth. Specifications of this suit have not been filed yet. 

Falmouth has claims for welfare aid against Boston 
which will be offset or used as the basis for a counter suit. 


12. Town of Falmouth vs. City of Cambridge. 


This suit brought for recovery of welfare expense in- 
curred by the Falmouth Welfare Department for aid to per- 
sons having legal settlements in Cambridge is pending in the 
Middlesex Superior Court. 


13. Town of Falmouth, Petitioner (Land Court). 


This is a petition brought in 1935 for registration of the 
title of the Town to the Town landing at West Falmouth Har- 
bor and includes the wharf claimed by the Spring Cove 
Wharf Company. The Examiner’s report has been recently 
filed, following which the necessary papers to have the case 
proceed were promptly filed on behalf of the Town. A cita- 
tion has been issued. As soon as the time for appearance of 
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objectors has expired the case will be in order for assign- 
ment for trial. 


In his report the Examiner in substance finds the title 
of the Town good for the greater portion of the Landing 
but as to that portion occupied by the Spring Cove Wharf 
makes no definite finding and leaves the matter of the valid- 
ity of the Town’s title as to that portion for the Land Court 
to decide. 


While it appears from the foregoing report that the Town 
is involved in more legal proceedings than at any previous 
time, it should be noted that the greater portion of these 
proceedings are those of attempts to reduce or avoid tax as- 
sessments and those relating to welfare claim adjustments. 
It is probable that with the disposition of the present cases, 
there will be but few, if any, additional cases of these two 
kinds.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We wish to submit herewith our annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1936. 


At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. A. F. Law- 
rence was. re-elected Water Commissioner for three years. 
The Board organized on March 30th as follows: E.-E. C. Swift, 
Chairman; C. Edward Hall, Secretary; and Austin F. Law- 
rence. The office and operating staff has continued as previ- 
ously with J. C. Moore, Superintendent; G. A. Griffin, regis- 
trar and Engineer; E. B. Hamlin, Collector until May 1, and 
Mrs. W. L. Hewins, Bookkeeper and Clerk. Mr. Edward B. 
Hamlin died on May Ist. Although he had not been in the 
best of health for some months his sudden passing was a 
severe shock to his many friends and associates. Mr. Hamlin 
had been employed as clerk and collector since 1928 and his 
death removed from our staff a loyal and valued member 
whose loss is severely felt. After Mr. Hamlin’s death, the 
collection of water accounts was transferred to the Town 
Treasurer’s office. Mrs. Madeline Nailor, who is paid by this 
department, acts as collector under the direction of Mrs. 
Eunice M. Lawrence, Town Treasurer. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WORK 


We are pleased to report that the plant has continued 
to meet all requirements during the past year, and has had 
an unusually active year due principally to the installation of 
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meters. Very little has been done in the way of new exten- 
sions. The supply of water in Long Pond has been ample 
at all times. The gross pumpage for the year, although some- 
what larger than for 1935, shows a decrease from 1934. Al- 
though the total consumption for the year 1935 was larger 
than for 1935, the maximum daily consumption was consid- 
erably lower than in that year, being 2,210,000 gallons as 
against 2,630,000 gallons for 1935. A large part of the in- 
crease in total consumption is accounted for by the fact that 
during the severe winter weather from January to March, 
many people ran faucets to prevent the pipes from freezing. 
During those months from January to March, there was a 
total pumpage of 64,510,000 gallons compared with 46,548,000 
for 1935. Of the total amount pumped, 307,120,000 gallons 
were pumped by the main steam unit and 1,858,000 gallons 
by the emergency gas centrifugals. The latter were oper- 
ated a total of 55 hours during the year against 205 hours 
in 1935. The decreased time of operating them is due to the 
lower maximum daily consumption. The main steam pump 
has a capacity of 2,250,000 gallons per day or slightly more 
than the maximum daily consumption for the year. There 
are times however during the day when the demand is 
greater than this average and it is therefore necessary to 
run the gas engines at regular intervals in order to keep them 
tuned up. 


In the early part of the year, the very severe cold weather 
resulted in the largest number of frozen services that has 
occurred since 1918. The majority of these services were 
pipes laid beyond the curb line by property owners, and freez- 
ing was due to the fact that the pipes had not been laid deep 
enough. 


A few of our smaller mains, laid some time ago on streets 
where there was not much circulation, were also frozen and 
one 6” main was frozen for a distance of about 50 feet where 
the grade of the street had been cut down leaving only 2’ 6” 
of cover on the pipe. As the latter was supplying only two 
services at the time, no great inconvenience resulted because 
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it was possible to by-pass the frozen section to supply water 
for domestic purposes, during the time necessary to thaw 
out the main. 


The only major extension was the replacement on Pin 
Oak Way of a 2” line by a 6” main provided with hydrants. 
This was found necessary in order to adequately supply and 
protect the Pin Oak Way section, which has a fairly high 
property valuation developed during the last eight or ten 
years. In conjunction with this extension, a loop line was 
laid over private property connecting with the Siders Pond 
Extension, thus making an improved circulation for both 
these sections. 


The long period of severe freezing weather in January 
and February resulted in some of the lining being scraped 
from the top of the Quissett and Woods Hole standpipes. 
This was due to the formation of thick layers of ice which 
rose and fell with the level of the water in the tank, and 
scraped the paint off the sides. Repairs were made in the 
Spring using a type of elastic enamel, which, it is believed 
will minimize damage from ice, although it is practically im- 
possible to eradicate it entirely. 


Several hydrants have been broken off by autos during 
the year and wherever advisable, replacement has been made 
in back of the sidewalk, using a self-closing type of hydrant. 


METERS 


Meters had been set in the Moors section and Penzance 
for several years. These have been useful in furnishing us 
data from which to base a proposed meter rate. They have 
also been very effective in controlling waste of water. Begin- 
ning early in 1935, the installation of meters was begun in 
earnest and during that year, there were 561 meters installed. 
The instalation program was further stepped up early this 
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year and progressed at a rapid rate until the summer sea- 
son, when it became necessary to slow down to some extent 
because of other demands on the department. At the end 
of the year, a total of 2,396 meters had been installed, this 
representing over 90% of the services, and includes practi- 
cally all buildings having cellars, and summer houses where 
meters are placed in boxes or under the house when there 
is a single pipe supplying the property. In a good many larger 
estates the supply line from the streets branches off before it 
reaches the main house and supplies various parts of an es- 
tate. In these cases it is necessary to install a meter pit 
before any branches are made from the line. In general 
there has been installed only one meter on a service and it 
is our policy to hold the owner responsible for all the water 
going through this meter. If he desires to measure water 
furnished to separate parts of a building such as stores or 
tenements or to more than one building coming off the line, 
meters will be sold to the owner at cost of meter plus what- 
ever cost there may be for alteration of pipe. 


MAINTENANCE 


Maintenance activities have been carried on as usual. 
Regular inspections of Gates and Hydrants have been made; 
Service and Roadway boxes have been brought up to grade 
where changes have been made in road or side-walk grades, 
and the whole maintenance crew has been available at all 
times for emergencies, which included eight main line leaks, 
most of which were on the Waquoit line. Three 6” service 
sprinkler connections were made for business establishments 
on Main St. 


There were 55 new services installed, which is an in- 
crease of 23 over 1935. 106 existing services that had become 
filled with tuberculation or failed were renewed, using copper 
tubing in all cases. 
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Six hydrants were damaged by autos, four of which had 
to be replaced with new units. One hydrant was moved 25 ft. 
to make way for new road construction, and four were moved 
either to cut in gates on the branch, or remove them from 
traffic congestion. 


Two new installations were made on Pin Oak Way and 
one on Forest St., in North Falmouth. 


The 4” line on Glenwood Place was cleaned by the Na- 
tional Water Main Cleaning Co. and looped into the recently 
laid 6” Bitumastic Lined pipe on Walker Street. 


EXTENSIONS 


During the year the folowing Minor Extensions were 
made: 


1,011 feet of Bitumastic lined 6” pipe on Pin Oak Way, 
to replace an old 2” and furnish fire protection to a high real 
estate valuation and 234 ft. of 4” extended from the circle to 
Siders Pond for a blow off. 303 ft. of 6” pipe connecting Pin 
Oak Way with Siders Pond lots was laid to form a loop for 


better circulation. 828 ft. of 6” on Forest St., North Fal- 
mouth. 


60 ft. of 1” steel Pipe on Wild Harbor Ave., North Fal- 
mouth. 


297 ft. of 2” off Nye Road, Falmouth, to replace an old 
34” line. 


77 ft. of 1” copper tubing on Dartmouth Ave., Falmouth 
Heights. 
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STANDPIPES 


All standpipes were emptied and cleaned during the 
month of April. ‘The inner surface of the steel standpipe 
at West Falmouth was painted with one coat of Kromate 
Primer and two coats of Arco Tank Black. The three top 
courses of the Woods Hole standpipe were touched up with 
Hermastic enamel, and the five upper courses of Quissett 
standpipe were touched up with Hermastic B. 70 enamel. 
Early in the year after freezing weather was over, repairs 
were made to the lining of the tops of Quissett and Woods 
Hole standpipes. Due to the severe winter and the conse- 
quent formation of a thick layer of ice, some of the enamel 
was scraped off by the rising and falling of the ice cakes due 
to the changing of the level in the standpipes. This scrap- 
ing is apparently an unavoidable difficulty which is met 
with in all cold climates. It is aggravated by the riveted 
joints on the inside of the tanks upon which the ice catches 
as it slides up and down. Even with smoother interiors how- 
ever, a tank would not entirely escape because of the expan- 
sion of the ice when freezing. 


It has been suggested that placing roofs on the tanks 
would retard the freezing of the water and this is undoubt- 
edly true to some extent, but in such long spells of freezing 
weather as have existed during the last two years, no amount 
of protective covering would prevent the freezing after a few 
days. It is apparently something we have to put up with and 
make the slight repairs necessary after each winter. The 
exteriors of the standpipes have remained in fairly good con- 
dition and will probably not need repairing this year. 


RECORDS AND PLANS 


Progress has been made towards keeping up the maps 
showing the locations of services. During the summer sea- 
son the village section was done and some revisions were 
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made in other maps. The installation of meters and the 
necessity for keeping accurate records of the locations and 
ownership of metered houses requires the service plans be 
brought up to date as rapidly as possible. Without these re- 
cords it is almost impossible for the office force to identify 
the services from information furnished by the field men. As 
in the past, accurate surveys and records have been made 
for all underground pipes and fittings that have been laid 
during the year. The value of having such records has been 
shown several times when it became necessary to connect 
with pipes and fittings laid several years previous as in the 
case of the loop connecting Siders Pond Road and Pin Oak 
Way. 


FINANCIAL 


The water surplus on hand at the end of the year is 
somewhat larger than anticipated partly because certain ex- 
tensions which had been authorized were not made, either 
from failure to obtain the necessary guaranty or other ade- 
quate reasons. 


It is necessary to have certain funds available for the 
expense of completing the meter installations, although the 
bulk of our meters have been installed, those that remain 
are of the more expensive type requiring large meters and 
pits. 


We now know approximately what the total cost of 
meters will be and with due allowance for such contingen- 
cies aS may normally arise, we are in a position to estimate 
the approximate revenue necessary for the next two or three 
years. It seems quite probable that our past surplus will take 
care of the completion of the meter program and that it will 
be possible to reduce the gross amount of our revenue by 
making a meter rate which in the majority of cases will be 
less than the flat rate. 
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It will be noted that the outstanding bonds of this de- 
partment are decreasing very rapidly, there being $64,000 
outstanding at the end of the year. Although it would be de- 
sirable to have a system free of bond issues, nevertheless, 
with the prospect of large expenditures being asked for to 
extend the system, if these are voted, it will apparently be 
necessary to raise additional funds over and above the 
amount available for such purposes. The department is in 
a position to retire a reasonable amount of bonds each year 
out of revenue, and there is no question that to issue short 
term bonds or notes would put less load on the water takers 
than if the money were all appropriated at present and taken 
out of one or two years’ water rates. Serial bonds issued for 
five or ten years could easily be made to pay for these ex- 
tensions which will be good for thirty or forty years after 
the bonds are retired, and with 9% guaranty, sufficient reve- 
nue should be obtained from all the extensions to retire the 
annual bonds, pay the interest, and make some allowance 
for water pumped. With the present low interest rates, it 
would seem a comparatively easy way of financing any pro- 
posed new work. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


In our last report were commended the laying of a new 
10” main paralleling the present main from Quissett stand- 
pipe to the Four Corners, for the purpose of decreasing the 
friction low and thus improving the flow conditions between 
Quissett and Woods Hole standpipes. This had been urged 
because of unsatisfactory conditions of filling the Woods Hole 
standpipe in previous years ,but due largely to the effect of 
the large number of meters installed before the summer of 
1936, there was a great improvement in the storage of Woods 
Hole standpipe. It was apparent that the difficulty in keep- 
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ing Woods Hole standpipe full in previous years was due to 
an excessive waste of water in the Quissett and Woods Hole 
sections. 


In our 1935 budget an appropriation was allowed for this 
extension, but it was not necessary to use it and the prospects 
are that it will not be necessary for the present. 


An appropriation from water revenue was made in 1936 
to lay an extension to Acapesket subject to the Town’s secur- 
ing a guaranty of 9% return from the property owners. We 
made every effort possible to obtain the signatures of the 
property owners to such a guaranty, beginning early in the 
season before the people had arrived and continuing until 
the time that they closed their houses for the season. The 
attitude of the property owners did not appear to be en- 
thusiastic and several of them hesitated to sign a guaranty 
unless they were assured that it was to be shared by all the 
property owners. We would suggest that some joint action 
be taken by the property owners to guarantee the town the 
necessary 9%.

ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners, 
Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1936. 
The pumping nevords for the past year show quite an 


increase over 1935. The extreme cold weather of the winter 
months account for most of this, as a large amount of water 


Bee ee ee ee 
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was run to waste to prevent freezing. With the installation 
of meters throughout the town, a considerable decrease 
should be noted another year. 


Long Pond is, at the present time, 1244” higher than a 
year ago. 


Engine Reom 


The Worthington steam pump has been in operation 
every day throughout the year, and has delivered 395.2 gal- 
lons of water per pound of coal. With the exception of new 
discharge valves and springs, only minor repairs to this unit 
have been necessary. 


The Sterling gas pumps have been used considerably less 
during the year, as only on several nights through the Sum- 
mer was it necessary to have them help carry the load. These 
machines are run frequently to keep the batteries charged 
and insure their being ready for an emergency at any time. 
An average of 4,500 gallons of water per gallon of gas has 
been delivered by these pumps. 


The plant was operated twenty-four hours a day during 
a part of July and August. The longest continuous run made 
was from June 29th to July 10th. 


Boiler Room 


The boilers and all appliances are in good condition. The 
main stop valve on No. 2 boiler was repaired during the year. 
The furnaces on both boilers are in fair shape and should 
last for some time. 


Living Room 


The repairs to this part of the plant for the year has been, 
the papering of three rooms and two ceilings whitened. 
Following are the records of the water pumped in 1936.

Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the contrel or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(0) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittces made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amcunt 
of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 
ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid. is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal.

Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the legal by-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth, duly approved and in full force and effect, (ex- 
cept the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate book- 
let). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 
hour. 

Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 


Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. , 

(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


QUORUM BY-LAW. 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town officers. 


(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
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to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 

Section 2. Fire Stops. 

Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 

(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(bo) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the Ist story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 

(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect.

BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 
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Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided,

however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a titizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916). 

Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shali sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence 
in like manner with such board or officer. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 


Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedier as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
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tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 


Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 


Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931. 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department.
